He was given an $800 fine with 
x months’ default, and a $50 vic-

The conviction stems from an in- 
dent last January, whena Univer- 
ty of Alberta student, then a close 
ersonal friend of Green’s, con- 
onted him about a $100 with- 
rawal made with her credit card.

bgether. 
The woman testified that when 
e confronted Green about the 
oney and asked if he was respon- 
ble. Green admitted to making 
e withdrawal. 

After the confrontation the two 
arely spoke, but Green made two 
ore withdrawals of $100 each. The 
ill $300 dollars was repaid in full 
efore the woman pressed charges. 
Green, who admitted in court he 
ew his actions were wrong “toa 
oint,” testified in his defence that 
e believed, given his relationship 
vith the woman, that he had tacit 
Pproval to use the card to make 
ithdrawals. 

At the centre of the case was the 
sue of how Green had attained the 
I.N. number in the first place. 
udge Chisolm accepted the 


efault by presiding Court of 


about 9p.m., showed her a knife, 
and asked her for money. Though 
she only had $5, the woman offered 
to walk to a bank machine on 82 
Ave. and 109 St. and get more cash. 
“The man asked her to put her 
arm around him, so it would look 
like he was her boyfriend, and he 
concealed the knife, holding it close 
to her body,” said Langevin. 
When they got to the bank ma- 
chine, the woman discovered she 
no longer had her bank card. How- 
ever, she put her Visa card in the 
machine, but was still unable to get 


woman’s testimony that Green 
memorized the number after find- 
ing it on her desk at home. 

“Iam convinced that he crossed 
that threshold when in January he 
memorized the number,” Chisolm 
stated in his decision. 

Green’s lawyer moved for a dis- 
missal following the guilty verdict, 
stating the circumstances did not 
warrant a sentence. Chisolm re- 
jected the motion, noting that Green 
had been convicted of theft twice in 
the past. He agreed, however, that 
the circumstances of the case did 
not warrant jail time. 

Before passing sentence, Chisolm 
reflected on the unfortunate reper- 
cussions of the case. : 

“There are few things more im- 
portant than your health and good 
friends. It is paramount that you 
don’t abuse either.” 


any cash from the machine. There 
wasa security camera, “so thereisa 
photo of this guy. The police havea 
photo, but it’s not very good, as it 
was taken from a side angle.” 

Langevin said when the woman 
was unable to get money from the 
bank machine, the assailant became 
very upset. He forced the woman to 
walk back to campus with him, tak- 
ing her to the loading dock on the 
west side of Rutherford library, 
where he proceeded to sexually as- 
sault her. 

During the struggle, the woman 


managed to get the knife away from 
the man, but he was able to get it 
back, cutting himself on the hand in 
the process. 

Police currently have no leads in 
the case, but are looking for a man 
in his early 20’s, with a receding 
hairline, about 5’8”, 160 pounds. At 
the time of the incident he was wear- 
ing a tan coat, and looked very un- 
kempt. 

Langevin said very few sexual 
assaults are reported on campus 
every year, but all are of concern to 
Campus Security. 


“We just wish people would re- 
port these kind of things to us. It 
could really help us know whether 
our estimates of these incidences 
are accurate,” he said. “I think this 
incident indicates a need for people 
to be more careful while on cam- 
pus.” 

Langevinadvises that all students 
should travel in pairs, and stick to 
well-lighted areas, Campus Secu- 
rity offers escorts to students trav- 
elling alone, and the new SU 
Safewalk program gets underway 
this month.

Chrétien talks election

Federal Liberal leader Jean 
Chrétien was in town Monday cam- 
paigning on the sixth day of the 
federal election. 

Chrétien addressed a packed 
crowd of several hundred party 
faithful and Edmonton area candi- 
dates downtown early Monday 
morning. 

Chrétien’s speech consisted of 
several pointed attacks against Kim 
Campbell’s Tories and defences of 
his party’s policies. 

In reference to Campbell’s de- 
nunciation of his plan to spend $2 
billion on federal works as being 


“fast food,” Chrétien responded: 


“Nothing very very good 
and nothing very very bad 
ever lasts very very long.”

“Many Canadians would rather 
have fast food than no food at all.” 

He also warned against what he 
called unrealistic promises from the 
Tories about reducing the deficit to 
zero in five years. Chrétien said a 
Liberal government would work 
hard tocontrol spending but would 
not offer promises he said Brian 
Mulroney’s Tories promised nine 
years ago. 

Chrétien made several references 
to Mulroney’s record and 
Campbell’s distancing herself of it. 

“Don’t worry Brian,” he said, 
“You'll have a friend who will talk 
about you in the election.” 

Campbell’s decision to cut seven 


helicopters from the defence 
department’s current acquisition 
program was also criticized. 
Chrétien said that a Liberal govern- 
ment would scrap the program and 
questioned the need for it in the 
first place, accusing Campbell of 
wanting to “fight the Soviets.” 

Edmonton Strathcona Liberal 
candidate Chris Pierce was pleased 
with Chrétien’s performance, stat- 
ing that the Liberal message is “one 
Edmontonians and students will be 
receptive to.” 

Chrétien left Edmonton Monday 
and will be in Saskatoon today.

Students will soon have some- 
where to turn in a crisis. 

The University of Alberta’s new 
Sexual Assault Centre has just 
opened; witha mandate to not only 
respond to, but also prevent, the 
number of sexual assaults currently 
occurring on campus. 

The centre will be “a place on 
campus for members of the Uni- 
versity community to anony- 
mously deal with the problem of 
sexual assault,” said the director of 
the Sexual Assault Centre, Sandra 


Beggs. 
Beggs stressed that the centre 


will not only deal with crises, but 
will also be working towards the 
prevention of sexual assault. 

“We'll be providing education 
and awareness [training] to the 
University Somnaney towards 
sexual assault.” 

Right Se eens give 
the centre, located inthe lower level 
of SUB, “a homey atmosphere 
which people will be comfortable 
with.” 

She said the centre isn’t fully 
operational yet, but should be in 
full swing by November. 

Beggs, who is only working ona 
part-time basis, said volunteers are 
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essential to the operation of the 
centre as budgetary restraints have 
limited the amount of funding 
available to the centre.

Students still job-hunting

You’re at the end of your finan- 
cial rope. The student loan people 
have given you all they’re going to 
give, or they’ve turned you down 
altogether. You’ve got a little 
money, but not enough to get you 
through full-time studies this year. 

Allis not lost, if you’re one of the 
lucky ones. 

The Financial Need Student 
Employment Program, offered 
through Careerand PlacementSer- 
vices and the Student Financial Aid 
and Information Centre, may be 
the answer. 

The program offers students ca- 
reer-related positions in Univer- 
sity departments. After students 
have had their financial needs as- 
sessed by SFAIC, they can apply 
for the positions through CaPS. The 


departments are subsidised so they 
may offera minimum of $6 an hour, 
but they are encouraged to offer 
more. Jobs range from looking af- 
ter laboratory rats and mice to do- 
ing bibliographic research. 

“The jobs are good jobs,” said 
CaPS director Wendy Coffin. She 
emphasized that the positions are 
newly created and are not taking 
jobs away from non-academicstaff. 
Students will also be instructed in 
job search and interview skills. 

Jiang Liu of SFAIC said the pro- 
gram was set up to better meet 
students’ financial needs. In the 
past the centre has only disbursed 
emergency loans and bursaries. 

“Students expressed some con- 
cern, they said they don’t want free 
money.”

News editor Jay Brown had a pri- 
vate interview with Liberal leader Jean 
Chrétien when he was in town Mon- 
day. 

Gateway: was wondering what 
you make of the proposed changes 
to the Canada Student Loan Pro- 
gram as proposed by the Tory gov- 
ernment/ 

Chrétien: It was long in coming 
and it came in a time of election. 
For us we say that we have to make 
it possible for the students to go to 
University. And to adjust the loan 
program after so many years of 
neglect, I don’t know if this is good 
enough. I think it is a problem of 
taxation, that is an element of the 
complaint of the students. They 
did it just before the election, it’s 
better than not doing it at all. I 
wonder why they didn’t do it be- 
fore, it looks like trying to just buy 
votes. : 

Gateway: You stated that a Lib- 
eral government will spend up- 
wards of $2 billion on infrastruc- 
ture to create jobs. What kinds of 
jobs will be created from that? 

Chrétien: It is the kick start of the 
economy. When the economy is 
being kick started, a lot of other 
jobs are created. Of course the con- 
struction workers will be the first 
to benefit; all the service industry 
related to that needs technicians, 
engineers, accountants, they need 
all sorts of specialized workers. If 
the rest of the people begin to spend 
money, there will be much more 
activity in the economy. But we 
have to kick start the economy. 
And that is our plan, and it has 
been applauded. We have a youth 
program that will be announced

Gateway: Reform Party leader 
Preston Manning has proposed 
something along the lines of allow- 
ing students vouchers so that they 
can choose a university. What do 
you make of that program? 

Chrétien: We talked a lot about 
it, it was part of my speech 15 years 
ago. So it is nothing novel there. 
The difficulty is there are a lot of 
objections from the provincial gov- 
ernments to that system. Because 
when you do that you lose some of 
the predictability of what will hap- 
pen to them. Because you open a

university, you don’t know how 
many students you will get, you 
don’t know how many dollars you 
will get. Of course those who will 
benefit the most are the Maritimes, 
where there’s a lot of small and 
very good Universities. And they 
[the provinces] are complaining 
about it because there’s a lot of 
people from Ontario and Québec 
who go to Mt. Allison like in my 
home riding of [Beauséjour]. 1 think 
half the students are not from New 
Brunswick, so these universities 
willlike that. If that system existed, 
[a student] would carry his money 
with him. 

Gateway: You werea high rank- 
ing cabinet minster during the 
Trudeau era, and for a lot of years, 
especially here in Alberta, it was 
taboo to vote Liberal. Do you think 
that you will still be associated with 
that? 

Chrétien: I have no shame, I’m 
not like Kim Campbell, don’t want 
toname the name of Mulroney. I’m 
not ashamed. Yes, I worked with 
Trudeau, and a lot of people today 
realize that things were not so bad 
when he was there. The Tories came 
with all their big promises. Things 
have not improved under the To- 
ries. Calgary was built under a Lib- 
eral regime. It was not built after 
the Tories came. In fact the va- 
cancy rate of the buildings in 
Calgary started when the Tories 
came into power. We didn’t exist 
as a party a few years ago, and we 
almost won the provincial election, 
and lookat the quality of my candi- 
dates. Yousee that the Liberal Party 
is well here, and because we are a 
party dealing with real issues.

The exhibit is unique in that it is con- 
stantly changing; huge blue crates share the 
space with the artwork, containing the rest 
of the over 1000 pieces that will trade places 
as the days go by.

cil began a project called the Art Bank, assist- 
ing artists from coast to coast by purchasing 
their work and renting it out to federal and 
non-profit organizations. Asa result, schools, 
offices, and hospitals, among others, were 
now provided with a cost-effective rotation 
of art, and challenging pieces of art could be 
seen by a wider audience. The Art Bank at 
Work is a touring version of this successful 
program, allowing the general public an 
opportunity to peek into the huge collection 
of over 17,000 pieces. 

“Everything is chosen on artistic merit by 
a rotating selection jury made up of peers,” 
says Maria Martin, consultant with the Coun- 
cil. “It is the largest collection of its kind, and 
hasinfluenced other countries like Australia 
to begin similar projects to support their 
national artists. Many people fail to realize 
that artists are not rich people, and that they 


artists throughout the twentieth century. Just 
about every medium of visual expression is 
on display here, including silkscreen, paints, 
photography, collage, printmaking, and 
sculpture. 

It is also interesting to note the strong 
representation of local artists, including 
Douglas Haynes, Sean Caulfield, Liz Ingram- 
Gagnon, Jane Ash Poitras, and Blair Brennan, 
among others. 

The constant rotation of material makes it 
difficult to single out any extraordinary . 
works, but the diversity makes the exhibit 
an interesting retrospective of the develop- 
ment of Canadian art. For this reason,The 
Art Bank At Work is a worthwhile event to 
takein. Thankfully the airport picture wasn’t 
there, nor are there any Robert Bateman 
prints.

We’re in Year Four of the High-Powered 
Hip Hop Revolution, which was inaugu- 
rated in 1990 with BDP’s Edutainment, PE’s 
Fear of a Black Planet and Ice Cube’s debut 
Amerikka’s Most Wanted, and this year has 
had no shortage of excellent releases.

Like its culinary namesake, Gumbo may 
not go down so well on the first two or so 
bites.

Ineed a really good stereo. Never mind 
those four-hundred dollar jobs from a 
clearance warehouse, but a big fat stink- 
ing system that could blow the roof off a 
bunker. I think that would be the only way 
anyone could duplicate the rush the Ed- 
monton Symphony Orchestra gave its 
audience with their performance on Fri- 
day night. 

Russian compositions have an immedi- 
ate effect on the emotional core with their 
moodiness and brute strength, and the 
ESO had no problem translating these 
qualities into sonics during the first half of 
the programme. Conductor Uri Mayer 
guided the orchestra through a bubbling 
rendition of Alexander Borodin’s Over- 
ture to Prince Igor, setting not only a dra- 
matic mood for the evening, but sweeping 
the audience on a wild musical trip with 
the piece’s elegant turns. In the end, the 
music was powerful without making any- 
one feel overwhelmed and exhausted; an 
excellent choice as a warm up.

The true highlight of the evening was 
the second composition, Igor Stravinsky’s 
The Rite of Spring. Upon hearing this, it is 
easy to see how much movie music owes 
to composers like Stravinsky; the sheer 
adrenalin the piece generates brings vivid 
images of savage beauty to mind. Perhaps 
I’m a little influenced by Fantasia, but 
who cares? The performance sounded 
flawless to these ears, despite the obvious 
challenge of the composition. 

However, the evening seemed to takea 
bit of a soft lull upon the introduction of 
Sergei Rachmaninoff’s Piano Concerto No.3, 
op. 30 in D minor. There is no doubt that 
guest pianist Mark Zeltser is a gifted and 
experienced performer, but the piece it- 
self just lacks verve; halfway through I 
began to take a greater interest in the 
pianist himself than in what he was play- 
ing. The performance, despite what opin- 
ion of the piece one could have, was more 
than acceptable and saved the composi- 
tion from becoming too bland. 

Overall, the ESO and Mark Zeltser cre- 
ated an energized and memorable 
evening, which will probably cost me sev- 
eral thousand dollars in the long runas I 
assemble the greatest audiosystem known 
to mankind.

ter drives, inareckless, almost suicidal pace.

Thanks to steady rain all morn- 
ing, the Clarke field was damp and 
soggy at kick-off. 

Early in the first half things looked 
good for the home team as the Hus- 
kies turned the ball over on their 
first offensive possession when the 
Bears' Rod Woitas pounced on a 
loose ball. The Bears marched the 
ball down field but had to settle for 
a single point on a 36-yard missed 
field goal by John Cutler. 

In their first regular season game 
against the Manitoba Bisons, the 
Huskies air attack showed it could 
be lethal by passing for 479 yards. 
Five minutes into the game 
Schneider hooked up with halfback 
Morrie Norsten for a 73-yard pass- 
ing play which gave the Huskies 
the 7-1 lead.

the Bears had great chances to 
pounce all over the Huskies. How- 
ever, failed attempts inside the 30- 
yard line produced a slim 11-10 
halftime lead. 

“I’m really disappointed that I 
wasn’t able to execute down at the 
goaline,” said Bears starting quar- 
terback Robert Taylor who marched 
his team to the six-yard-line before 
being denied the major score. “We 
had three chances to score touch- 
downs in the first half and they are 
near misses, but they are still misses 
... it’s frustrating and it’s damn dis- 
appointing.” 

Two huge plays by the Bears in 
the third quarter once again failed 
to produce a positive result. 

In the opening minutes of the 
third quarter, Hamilton ran for a 
55-yard gain down to the Huskies 
35-yard-line. Under Alberta’s two 
quarterback system Bob Lancaster 


replaced Taylor but failed to pro- 
duce a touchdown. 

Just over two minutes later Bears 
linebacker Peter White came up 
with a huge play when he sacked 
Schneider at the Huskies five-yard- 
line. 

After 45 minutes of play how- 
ever, the Huskies held onto a 16-11 
lead. 

The fourth quarter proved to be 
disaster as the Huskies held onto 
the ball and kept the Bears out of 
the end zone. 

The final blow came when 
Schneider manufactured an 80-yard 
touchdown drive which took over 
four minutes and was capped by a 
five yard Norsten run. 

“We were really just trying to kill 
the clock and keep control of the 
ball, and as itturned out we wentall 
the way down field doing the same 
thing,” said Huskies coach Brian

Soccer Bears storm east 


pre-season tournament victory very encouraging

There are plenty of reasons to be 
positive about the possible upcom- 
ing success of the Golden Bear soc- 
cer team as they prepare to embark 
on the 1993 regular season sched- 
ule. 

Reason number one is the superb 
showing the Bears staged this past 


weekend at the East-West Classicat’ 


York University in Toronto. The 
Bears were victorious in the pre- 
season tournament, winning three 
times on route to the title. 

In an exibition game, prior to the 
tournament on Thursday, Septem- 
ber 9, the Bears defeated the Uni- 
versity of Toronto 2-0 on goals by 
Bears midfielders Pedro Carriel 
and Nick Culo. 


Friday the Bears shut out York 3- 
0 to start the tournament. Culo 
scored once, and third year forward 
Alex Appah, along with newcomer 
Sergio Maione, provided helpers. 
On Saturday, the Bears clinched the 
title by defeating Brock University 
5-2. Carriel scored twice, Maione 
scored twice, and Culo added his 
third of the tournament. 

The tournament victory shows 
that the Bears may have the right 
chemistry to make headway to- 
wards a national title this year. The 
University of British Columbia has 
laid claim to the title for the last four 
years, and seven of the last nine. 

Alberta missed the play-offs by a 
single point last year. 

“UBC (or other Canada-West 


teams) will not underestimate us ... 
traditionally U of T and York are 
two of the stronger teams in the 
Ontario league because of their 
populations,” said Bears coach Len 
Vickery. “This was an opportunity 
to see these teams, and hopefully 
we will get the SEE anny. to see 
them again at nationals.” 

The second reason to be positive 
is the number of veteran players 
returning from last year's team. 

Returning are Bears MVP and 
Canada West leading goal scorer 
Culo, Canada West MVP and first 
team CIAU All-Canadian 
midfielder Riccardo Zenari, Canada 
West all-star defender Curtis Vos, 
along with a supporting cast in- 
cluding fourth year midfielder Ja- 


son Bougher, Alex Appah and oth- 
ers. The high number of quality 
veterans returning to the team pro- 
vides the Bears with an advantage 
since they know whatitis like to toil 
through the short but tough Canada 
West schedule. 

“We need to come together 
quickly to earn the right to take on 
the other powerhouses in the 
league,” Vickery said. 

The third reason to be positive is 
the performance of the young play- 
ers at the tournament. Carriel and 
Maione both responded well when 
asked to take center stage. Carriel 
saw limited action with the Bears 
last year, coming off the bench when 
please see Soccer Bears 
pg.
